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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not pursuasive based 
on the final office action. Upon further review of the prior art references cited, Takahashi indeed teaches a judgement unit (Fig. 7, 83) 
adapted to perform reproduction-control according to the permission of reproduction and the level of reproduction-permitted, and a 
control unit (82) adapted to perform reproduction-control according to the permission of reproduction and the level of reproduction- 
permitted judged in the judging unit (col. 6, lines 12-26). 

Therefore, it would have been considered quite obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the relevant art employing Chen et al's decoding 
apparatus to incorporate the Takahashi's teaching as above so that the judgement unit is adapted to perform reproduction-control 
according to the permission of reproduction and the level of reproduction-permitted scalability, and a control unit is adapted to perform 
reproduction-control according to the permission of reproduction and the level of reproduction-permitted scalability. 
Moreover, in response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobvlousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
